save the deceased, but it was nearly ten minutes before the body 
was recovered after deceased was missed. ‘The temperature of the 
water was seventy-five degrees. Dr. Bruce said that he found the 
deceased dead, and death was the result of suffocation by drowa-

DREADFUL WIFE MURDER.

bickerings between him snd his wife, and the neighbours became 


во accustomed to their differences that when а violent quarrel was 


hrard between them on Saturday nfght—Kelly having been drink- 
ing all the week--no notice was takea of it. About three o'olock 
yesterday morning, Kelly was seized with delirium tremens, 
and his wife, afraid he was going to die, went eut for help. 
He became quiet, however, ín а ehort time, and nothing 
further was heard or seen till about five o'olook, when he was ob- 
served by a neighbour to leave the houte, go and wash his hands in 
a well, dry them by rubbing them up вод down in his pockets, aud 
sot off towards Владе. Thinking this ourious, the neigh- 
bour went towards Kelly's house, and, the door being opened, 
entered, when the first object that presonted itself was Mre Kelly, 
lying in her nightolothes on the floor, covered with blood, and dead. 
A large oarving-kelfe lay on her chest, the windpipe was com- 
pletely severed, and there were aw/ul gashes on different parts of 
her head and arme, Kelly was found about ten o'olock ia а plgoote 
near Hamer Bottoms, in а half-drunken stete, and was taken to 
Rochdale, at tho county police-ststion. He was violent and wild at 
iutervals for some hours, as if suffering from delirium tremens, and 
it ocoasionally needed three men to hold him. The murdered 
woman wats daughter of а Mr. Ryder, formerly 8 schoolmaster at 
Holling: worth, and she herself kept a sshool at Belfield, near Roch- 
€ale.— Manchester Courier.

Tank reporter of the Star thus describes the recognition ur enoge. _. 
were killed by the recent accident on the South-Eastern Rail- 
way :— 

* The death of ten or twelve people may seem в small matter 
when we think of the thousands of lifeless bodies strown upon as 
шару modern battle fields ; but no one can sppreciate the boundless 
cala'nity contained in the smallest number of ceaths who bas not 
seen the relatives of the deceased o»me forward with’ fear-siricken 
faces to recognige—and shuddering lest they should recognise— 
him or her of whom they ere in searob. The identification of the 
slain bodies was the most heartrending detail connected with the 
disaster : husbands and fathers and broth:rs seemed to bo blinded by 
the very eight of thet which they sought. The fearful suddenness 
of the catastrophe—the swift shutting ou: of life's light from 
so many happy human sonls—was pictured even in the 
condition of tue dead. One poor girl 9 ps small box of powder 
вод а powder- puff in her pocket when her check was blanched for 
ever by the hand of death. Except for some hideous wounds and 
scars, опе шір have fancied some of the corpses were people lying 
asleep; and во far ag was possibls there was little difficulty in iden- 
tifying the bodies on Friday night and Saturday. The husband of 
a lady who was killed refused to recognise in the cold dead fsce the 
face of his wife; he shrank baok from the horrible truth, and would 
not believe it, until, stooping, he saw her ear-rings, and no doubt 
being longer possible, he gave way to the most violent grief 
Another husband, who is himself dangerously hurt, keeps 
asking the people who attend hin why his wife does not 
come to see hin, and they dare not tell him sho is dead. 
On Baturday forenoon, А number of оо Нав were sent 
down to S:apleharst by the railway company, and ше bodies of the 
kill.d were forth with laid out for iotormen'. liie wich а feoliug of 
utter sadness that one looks upon those rows of bare wooden boxes 
lying in the great empty shed adjoining the ваЧоц. ‘Tho shed ie 
large and well ventilated; it has been decorously swept out for ita 
sad purpose; and в etilli, hushed air seems to brood within its 
melancholy walls. While adwitting any оре who seeks to identify 
the corpses, te offivials praizoworthily exolude all pərsons who 
merely wish to gratify а morbid ouriosity by sopping their full 
of horrore. In truth, no one who has looked проц one of those 
райе green faces, perbaps marred by а great blotoh of blood, 
will desire to look upon &uother, ашеев moved by в religious 
duty towards the deoewel The іпвібо of one of these 
соћов is a sight not to be deicribed, not to be thought 
of. Wo do not hsppen to know the oustomary uesges in

and the train was therefore, about an hour late when leaving tnis 
station. The train consisted of thirty-five carriages propelled by 
two engtnes, and every compartment was as full as it could be com- 
fertably packed up with passengers. Between Ohester and the 
other stations upwsrde it was evident the engine-drivers were 
endeavouring to make up by extra apeed for some of the lost time. 
After passing Gobowen Station the rapidity of the train's progress 
wes a matter of remark among the passengers, forced as it was 
преп their attention by the clouds of dust that were thrown up on 
each side of the carriages. For a considerable distance before 
reaching the point where the accident took place men had been 
engsged in raising the rails end sleepers, and the line was 
consequently in a somswhet unsettled condition, the ballast 
having been removed from about the sleepe:s. Over this 
part of the line it was the duty of the driver to proceed 
slowly, but the speed wes not the least slackened, and the 
passengers goon had warning of the coming catastrophe.

LIFE-BELTS FOR SHIPWREOKED SAILORS. 


‘Tue committee of the Royal National Lifeboat Institution have for 
several years been painfully impressed by the fact that, notwith- 
etending all the efforts made to rescue shipwrecked seamen by 
means of the numerous lifeboats aod rocket and mortar establish- 
meats, which now happily surround our coasts, there are yet large 
numbers of sailors, amounting toseveral hundreds ennually, who 


and thelr country үү Uu be saved if they were invariably supplied 
with really efficient life- 

sirable an end the committee of the National Lifeboat Institation 
have in the fret place caused t» be prepared an efficient cork life- 
belt, of во simple and inexpensive а character, that its costliness, at 
all events, should be no barrier to its universal supply toour mer- 
obant seamen ; secondly, they have decided to make ва appeal to 
the owners of all merchant vessels, but especially those іп the 
home and coasting trade, on behalf of the seamen who work their 
oraft, and whose lives are risked in their service, and to implore 
them to provide their servants with this important means of safety ; 
thirdly, the committee have determined to undertake, at least for а 
time, the supply of life-belta of the description above referred to at 
cost price, with a view to bring about their general use on board 
our merchan‘ ehips. itis proposed to supply these belts in chests, 
containing the requisite number for every size of vessel, 
throngh the custom-houses end ehipping-offices at the път 
ports and to which sample chests be at once forwarded. The 
cost of each belt will be 4s., and the average oost of the chest t» 
contain them will be 104. А mes writer lately commenoed & 
tale by asking the question, ' 1e & man’s Ше 102. 64.2?” In 
now sppealing to the owners of ships and employers of seamen, the 
ue would ask the question, “Is а man’s life worth 49.7” 
deat any a ahould, without reference to ammount of cost, 
think that it is not his duty to provide his men with such s means 
of safety, it is that whilst be should provide in the firat 
imetance the chest of belts as part of the ship's furniture, he should 
require his master and crew to pay 64. cach man annually, or 14. 
each ой short voy: in consideration of being thus ded for, 
which &mount would be s good interest on the sum thus invested, 
and it is thought thet it would rarely happen that men would de- 
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cline to insure their lives at so trifling a сж. It had first ocourred 
to the committee that the Lifeboat Iostitation might undertake the 
gratuitous supply of life-belts to the crews of merchant vessels, 
but on further consideration the magnitude of the undertaking ap- 
peared so great ва to be likely to interfere with the present ample 
sphere of its operations on the coaate of the United Kiogdom. It 
is hoped, however, thet those immediately intereated in the move- 
ment—namely, the owners of shipe and fishing-veesels, and the 
crews themselves—will so readily undertake its direction that there 
will be no need for the more direct action of the society. 

We will now proceed to give а description, &coompanled with 
drawings of this impor!ant adjanct to the shipwrecked sailor. 

The lífe-belts should be = in the chest, which should be stowed 
and lashed on the upper deck, each belt with the upper or shoulder 
strings ready tied in a half bow, во that it oan be put quickly on 
over the head without untying, the head being put through the 
central opening (1) and the srme through the i ide openings (2) 
The lower or waist strings are then brought round from Бешша, 
and tied in front. The shoulder strings, it will be observed, cross 
behind like troussr-braces. They should be drawn tightly over 
the shoulders, so as to keep the belt close up under the arms, and 
being tied close to the breast corks in front, they can be readily 
pulled up tighter and retied at pleasnre. They will not interfere 
with the free use of the arms either in rowing or swimming. The 
belte to be occasionally examined and exposed to the air in dry 
westher, and the crew to be shown the manner of putting 
them on. Е 

Bample chests of two sizas may be seen at gome of the principal 
custom houses, shipping offices, and sailors’ homes of the United 
Kingdom. 

The smaller chests contain six belts; the largest ones twelve. 
The cost of these belts ie 41. each when booght in chests; and that 
of single belts, 5s. 

The belts are of two sizes, and are distinguished by the co'our of 
the ehoulder sirings.

SHIPWRECKED AMONG CANNIBALS. 


In the year 1842, the brig Adelphi, from New Orleans to Cartha- 
gens, was wrecked on the coast of New Granada, aud the fo'lowlng 
is the brief account of the sufferings and hair-breadth ewoapes of 
Mr. Henry Almont, who, 86 в passenger, wes one of the unfortunate 
souls aboard of her at the time of the dissster:— 

‘When it was sscerieined to а certainty that the vessel could 
not be saved (he gose on to say), we all took to the boats and made 
for the shore. Some provisions, fire arms, and a few necessary 
articles, were put inte each boat, and that in which I ventured oon- 
tained the captain, first mate, вод six more of the crew. We were 
so fortunate, or unfortunate (Г hardly know which to call it) as to 
be dashed пров some rocks om the shore, to which seven of ue suo- 
ceeded in clinging; but two of our party were drowned, sud we 
lost our boat and all the articles in it. Of the other boats we never 
saw or heard anything after they left the vessel, and it is probable 
they never reached land at all, but swamped in the regiog surf, and 
a a down to a watery grave every human being they con- 

ned. 

“ We were now, the few of us that were left alive, in & wretched 
plight indeed. Night was upon us, а fierce storm was raging, and 
we were on в strange coast, without в mouthfal of food, and only 
three knives and three pistole to defend ourselves agsinst man ог 
beast. The region might be uninhabited by mas—and this was our 
most cheering hope, even at the risk of starvation—for if otber- 
wise, we feared we had fallen among а race of savage cannibals, the 
very thought of whioh made every mau shudder. 

‘We went back to some little distance brom the beach, into а 
thick wood, where we passed the night in a very miserable manner 
At daylight the storm began to abste, and we ед to make 
some explorations, and endeavoured to ascertain what we had to 
hope and fear. A steep, rocky, woody hill led up from the beach; 
and olamboring to tbe top of this, we looked off upon a dreary scene 
All was woods, as far as we could aee, with no sign of s settioment, 
habitation, or human being. This was better then flading ourselves 
among savages; and provided we ceuld get food enough to eustain 
life, we could keep along the coast, snd eventaally reach some 
civilized settlement. 

“Phere are roots and berries, at least,” remarked the captain, 
with a hopeful sir; ‘and perhsps we may oocasionally get nesr 
enough to some beast to bring it down with oar pistols, ia which 
caso we shall fare quite sumptnously. So, courage, lada--courage! 
ary > stont hearts, and never say die!’ 

* Before stig off on what might prove а long, fatiguing, 
perilous journey, it was proposed that we should return to the beach 
and seo if anything of value had washed ashore from the wreck. 

* With wild shouts of joy we greeted the discovery of & barrel of 
sea- biscuits and another of sait meat, which were thumping among 
the rooks, not more than а hundred yards from the lend; bat 
though so near us, they werd as completely beyond our reach as if 
a mile away—for no human being could live in the surf, and we 
had nelther boat nor raft, nor any means of reaching them ; and 
во, like the thirsty travellers of the desert, who droam of bubbling 
spring$ and running streams which constantly elude their fever- 
ba lips, we remained in a wretohed state of tantalization for 
more than an hour, when both barrels went to pieces before our 
eyes, and the briny waters in а moment awallowed up what would 
have given us comparative happiness for days. 1% now seemed as 
if heaven had deserted us—that what we hed just witnossod was 


an augury of our doom—and the transition from hope to despair 
was 20 sudden and overwhelaing that we all threw ourselves down 
and oried like so many ohildren. 

“+ Qome, come, lade,’ seid our noble captain, who was the firat to 
recover hia equanimity, ‘this will never do, to sit here, and make 
women of ourselves! And, after all, we have really lost nothiag 
for what we have seen destroyed we did not poseese, and we are 
quite as well off now as we were before. So, come on, lads! cheer 
up! and let us leave a scene that will always givo us more pain 
than pleasure." 

u At this we all got up aud set off with heavy hearts. Keeping 
the sea in view to our right, we pushed on — the woods, up 
hill and down, and across oreeks and streams, long past tho 
mid-day hour, when some of the party began to com lain of hunger 
and fatigue. Then we stoppad to rest ourselves and вее if we could 
Вод anything to eat. We hed on our ] эаевеу noticed some peculiar 
red berries, that hada tempting look, and waich were now growing 
about us in considerable yo and having observed & gay- 
plamsged bird piok off and devour some of these, I ventured to try 
afew myself, at the same time cautioning the others not to oat 
many bsfore ascertaining whether or noi it could be done with 
safety. These berries bad aawestish and rather pleasant taste, and 
our hunger was by this time во keen that it required в determined 
will to exercise a proper self-denial. 

“ Four of our party, unfortunately, would give n» heed to aay- 
thiog but their oraving desires, and recklessly ate their fili ia spite 
of all that the three of as could do or say. But they paid dearly 
for their rashness Daring the following night they were all seized 
with something like oholera, and the next morning two of them 
died, and the others remeined in auch а weak, prostrated state, that 
wo were obliged to defer our journey for twenty-four hours; and 
all we had to eat in this time were the same kind of berries thet 
hed proved fatal to our companions. 

“ With our kaives and hands we scooped out в grave for the 
dead, and laid the poor fellows in it—the living, in view of whet 
might be before ue, almost envying them their eternal rest. ша 
tremulous voice the captain repested from memory the burial ser- 
vios, and with aad hearts, and in the most solemn manner, we 
covered them for ever from our eight. 

“Oar number was now redu to five, two of there still weak 
and sick, and the rest of us in a pitiable condition. We now re- 
sumed our perilous journey, two of our party being constantly 
required to support the sick, wh» were not able to walk alone. In 
this manner we made about five miles that day, through thick 
woods and over & very rough country, and by night we were all 
ready to give ap їп despair. 

и We had now been three nights and three days without any 
food, except the berries Ihave mentioned, which the prudent of 
our party had only eaten sparingly, and which the others сот no 
longer eat at all, every attempt resulting in nanses and vomiting. 
We believed the siok men would die, aud we had little hope of sur- 
viving them more then afew days at the farthest. When I ley 
down upon the bare earth that night, to obtain what rest I could 
for my body and mind, it wes with в sincere prayer that I might 
never wake again in this world, so utterly dejeoted and despaizing 
did I feel. 

1 ft is not for ns, however, to fix the Ише of our departure from 
this world of trouble. Oar wishes alone neither grolong nor shorten 
life. I was reserved for trials to which those I had gone through 
were as sunny hours. 

“The next азу, the fourth after our shipwreck, the beet of us 
were barely able to continue our journey ; and when it is con- 
sidered that we had to support our siok companions over а rough, 
hilly country, it will be anticipated that our progress was slow 


indeed. Long before night we ali gave out, and threw oursel 765 
down on the earth in utter despair. 

“ While we lay thera, it quite probable we should never 
got muoh further, we were suddenly cheered and roused into action 


by the rashing past us, almost over ue, of a herd of icightoned 
peccaries, an about three feet long, and in some respects ro- 
gembling е Бов. The captain, mats, and myself started up ава 


discharged our pistels into the midet of thom, and were во fortanate 
as to kill one and wound another, which we впоозедед in despatoh- 
ing before it had gone two hundred yards further. Here, unez- 
peotedig, was а present supply of meat; snd with loud ories of joy 
we embraced exch other an shed tears, and І have reason to 
believe the least religious of our number thanked God for the 
timely relict, possessed anything in the shape of в kettle 

we anything in shape of & we 
should now have proceeded to make soup, and pum смао 
of that at fret; butas we had no vessel of any kind, we cooked the 
entrails, and ate very sparingly of them to begia with, the captain 
having heard thie was the next best thicg to до in like oases. 16 
wae very herd to resist our ravenous des'ros alter we had got the 
first smell and taste of food; but we did control ourselves in а 
proper manner, and inoressed the quentity at regular intervals, by 
slow degrees, till at last wo were enabled to sstisly our appetites 
without injary. Ishall never forget that one meal Until shat 
time I never supported it possible to derive #0 much pleasure {com 
the simple matter of eating. 

и By the time we had finished our repast night was upon us; 
and, though feeling greatly strengthened snd refreshed, we re- 
solved to camp where we were, get в good rest, and set forward the 
next morning at the first blush of light. 

«в With the food we have on hand,’ remarked the captain, in ® 
cheerful tone, ' we are good for another week at least, and belore 
that time I think we ought to reach some civilized aetilement." 

s‘ Alas! we were nearer our doom then than ever! our worst 
afflictions were about to fall upon us. 

“The next morning, 88 the first streak of doy, juet as wo had 
started up and collected together, in more oheerfol spirite than we 
had felt since our first great misfortane, wo were startled by a series 
of the most diabolical yells, which came from every side of um, 
proving that we were completely surrounded by the enemies we 
most feared. Though takoa wholly by surpriss, we did not aot 
in an unbecoming manner; but each one taking to his tree drow 
his pistol or knife, and prepared himself to 2901 his Ше as dearly as

кї” of the Indians now called out to us in imperfect Spanish, 
which most of us undersood, end assured us that, if we would 
pesceíully surrender, we should be well treated, but otherwise we 
need not hope for any mercy; adding that they numbered ten to 
our one, and that we were completely in thelr power. We сов- 
salted together, and came to the ‘conclusion that our only chance of 
saving our lives was in yielding ourselves prisoners at once, which 
we accordingly did. 

“The Indians now came crowding around us, to the number of 
more than filty, and proceeded to take from us our srme, and then 
by degrees every article they fancied, even to our clothes, so that in 
a short time we were not only powerless in their bands bat marly 
neked. They informed us that their village was not far off, that 
they had heard our shots of the preceding evening, and thet tiag 
ha aon носите dark, Lge deferred their attack ti 
mor! о that none of us might escape. 

“They marched us in triumph into their village, which consisted 
of some twenty huis, standing on в oleared level, close to the sea 
shore, about half в mile from our place of captare, and on the direct 
route of our journey. There was great rejo joing at our appearance ; 
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and old men, women and children, came crowding around us, but | 
seemed а good deal disappointed et finding us in во emaciated a con- 
dition. They felt our limbs and bodies in в way to alarm us fear- 
fally—for everything indicated they were examining us with а view 
to killing, ceoking, and eating us; and the idea was horrible beyond 
all others. 

* After we had been paraded through the village, and everybody 
had seen and examined us, we were conducted into в log building, 
which had neither window nor chimney, and only one door, and 
each wes seoured by stout twisted thongs to & post, of which there 
were a dozen around, and a little out from the walls, evidently put 
there for jast this use. 

“Неге we were confined for а long, dreary month, and were 
treated much as cattle when being fattened for killing. Our ropes 

rmitted us to stand up or lie down, but scarcely anything more. 

о abuse was offered us, and we were supplied with wholesome 
food, and as much ва we could eat. If we could have believed we 
were being kept thus for ransom, we might have been compera- 
tively happy; but the ides that we were among cannibals, and being 
fattened for а savage feast, made us perfectly wretched. and not one 
of us but wished he had perished with the vessel. Every day, в 
horrid old hump-backed Indian, with bloodshot eyes, an immense 
mouth, and long, scraggy teeth—a sort of great- medicine man— 
came ір to see us and feel of us, and generally went away with а 
grunt of satisfaction. 

* At last one morning we heard s great commotion outeide—wild 
singing, shouting, snd beating of tomtoms—and soon after в party 
of five appeared, and led us out to five stakes prepared for us, & 
little below the village, and around which а large crowd was ool- 
lected, several of whom seemed to be distinguished visitors from 
another tribe. Oar appearance was ted with wild rejoicings ; 
and several came crowding around—feeling, panchtng, and pinoh- 
ing us—and saying to us in Spanish, that now we were fit to ем 
indeed. We told them we were great men in our own country, and 
that if they would keep us till some vessel should touch on the 
coast, we would pay them a large ransom ; but they only jeered at 
the ides, sald they were too hungry to wait that long, and we saw 
thet-our doom was sealed. 

“The five stakes were placed in a row, about ten or twelve feet 
apart, with faggots around each, and to these stakes we were now 
secured by our hands and feet. It so happened that I was placed 
at one end of the row and the captain at the other; snd when all 

was ready his faggots were set on fire first, amid the most fiendish 
yells of delight. As it was not intended to barn us, but rather 
roast us alive, care was taken that the flames shculd not touch hig 
flesh, and only в great heat do the infernal work ; and probably, 
also, ia order to prolong the fiendish &musement and our mental 
tortures, only one man was decreed to suffer at the same time. 

“The osptain bore his physical agonies with the heroiem of a 
martyr, and only now and then gave utterance to & groan, which 
his human nature could not repress.

They hesitated, held a general consuita- 
tion, and finally granted my prayer; and this in the end resulted 
in my deliverence from one of the most horrible fates of which the 
humen mind oan conceive.”

GARDENING OPERATIONS FOR THE WEEK. 

FLOWER GARDEN.—Trim up rose stocks, and water the bloom- 
ing plants sbandantly; seach ‘or the curled leaf, to prevent the 
ravages of the rose maggot; and apply the engine or syringe, to 
disiodge the green fly. Look over the old plants of auriculas 0008- 
sionally, keep them free from weeds, and carefully notice whether 
the drainage is free, as t эте apt to suffer from deficlences in 
that respect. Thin the of carnations and plootess, remove all 
Jeternals as they appear, and attend to the destruction of the green 
fly. Plant out the remaining portion of Ohina asters, stocks, &o, 
in rainy weather. 

KrrcHkN GARDEN.— Water the crops of peas coming into bloom 
to swell the pods, ag thay will cast nearly all their flowers if water 
is not supplied; and make another sowing of Early Frame, or 
Wrinkled Marrow. Take advantage of every shower to prick out 
seedlings and plant ЪгосооИ, cauliflower, Brussels sprouts. Makes 
liberal sowing of turnips, Dutch or Stone, for sutumn use. Hoe 
between cabbages snd other crops, destroy weeds, and water 
liberally до од dry weather. 

Frurr GArpem.—Bemove clay grafts in showery weather. 
Finally thin out and nectarine trees. Destroy American 
blight in apple trees with a hard brush. Oontinue to prune wall 
trees.

killed. He left two sons, George and John; бео» рэне the 
Guards in 1722, gad Joba the land steward of Fordyos. 
Jobn Bettram (the stewerd) hed two sons, John snd Bobert. 
Robert joined the Hoyal in 1779, ара was soon promoted 
to sergeant. John joined the Edinburgh Volonteers, and with 
others, forming the 71st Higblanders, he went with thie regiment 
to Amerion in 1775. After seven yeers' herd fighting and priva- 
tions he returned with the regiment to Scotland, where it was dis- 
banded. In 1787 he entered the Royal Sappers and Miners, and 
was appointed master blackemith. During the time he served in 
the American war he had а son, who was born on one of the fields 
of bettie. This вор, George, joined the Royal Bappers in 1796. 
Не was made sergeant and was attached to a company of Maltese 
Sappers. Holding high order among the noble body of Free- 
masons, he became very popular and was held in greet esteem by 
the Maltese, who were nearly all brothers. He fought in the 
battles of the Peninsula. After being discharged from the Royal 
Варрегв aud Miners, he entered the late Honourable East India 
Company's service as sergesbt-major, and died at Madras in 1830. 
His sister, the mother of soldiers, was born in the Royal Bappers, 
in 1787; she ig still living. The sbove is the mother’s side. On 
the father's side, the grandfether of Mr. Bertram Browne (the sub- 
ject of this brief sketch) was в sailor in the royal navy; he ene 
tered in 1779, end fought under Admirels Byron and Rodney in 
1780; under the letter admiral he was wounded and obtained his 
disoharge. Не had three sons, all of whom entered the Royal 
Bappers and Miners in 1794. The yo was only sixteen years 
of age. He was discharged in 1818, and died in 1848. He had 
three sons; the second, born in 1815, enlisted in the 46;h Regiment 


and as schoolmaster-sergesut in 1848. The youngest son, 
born at Obatham, in 1820, enlisted for the 41st Regiment in 
1835, and was transferred tc the 46th Regiment iu the same year. 
in Jone, 1854, he was again transferred to the Sohool of Musketry 
at Hythe, from whioh establishment he wes discharged as а first- 
class sergeant instructor in 1857. Since then he has been garrison 
librarian and sergeant-mejor of the 10081 companies of pensioners 
in the Obatham district Hie talents as а drill-sergeant are con- 
spicuous in the appearavoe and precise manner in which the veteran 
soldiers perform the verious exercises of the rifle when they sre up 
for training, and who come individually under the instruction of 
the sergeant-mejor. Thus, then, for в period of 165 years the 
family of Mr. Bertram Browne have fsithfally served their gove- 
reign and their country, and, although every inducement was held 
out to hi$ grandfather by the Americans to remain with them, 
nothicg could make him break the allegiance he owed to his king. 
Thie family have still continued to wear the uniform of the British 
soldier without а stain of dishonour throughont five generations. 
Mr. Browne, who is now in the very prime of life, fully bears out 
а remark of the Iste Lord Olyde, that “Browne is а soldier-like 
looking fellow.” Mr. Brown's father-in-law joined the 73rd in 
1799, and was discharged as а corporal from the 46th in 1824. Of 
two brothers-in-law, one joined the 85th Regiment in 1819, and wag 
discharged from the 46:h Regiment as colour-sergeant in 1841; 
the other joined the 36:n in 1819, and was discharged as sergeant- 
major in 1844. А brother-in-law is now serving in the 67th Regi- 
ment, and а son-in-law 48 sergeant instructor in the 24th 
Regiment.

night of the 14th of April; you received the last aigh of bim in 
whom all the friends of Americs saw the worthy representstive of 
its free institutions. You will, then, understand why I address 
myself to you to-day, and why, after having read the sad details of 
this frightful tragedy, 1 want to speak to you of my profound 
emotion, of my deep grief. 1 would not pretend to mingle my volos 
with all the testimonies of sincere sympathy which Europe is unani- 
mous in cffering to your citizens if the personal relations which 
I bad with Mr. Lincoln, end which will henceforth be one ef the 
most precious recollections of my youth, did not add in my oase to 
Ше greatness of this public calamity. My brother and I shall 
siwaya recall with gratitude the manner а whioh he received us, 
four years ago, in the Federal army, the opportunity whioh he then 
offered to ug of serving а cause to which we were attached by our 
family traditions, our sympathies аа Frenchmen, and our poli- 
tical conviotions. ‘Those who knew Mr. Lincoln in those times of 
trial, in whioh everything seemed to conspire against the safety of 
the republic, will not forget the simple and serious countenance of 
the honest man who, without personal ambition, ever sustained by 
the profound sentiment of his duties, merited the enviable title of 
reat citizen. And when the terrible orlsis, daring which the 
destinies of America were in his hands, shall belong to history, and 
the bloody trace of it shall have been effaced by the rapid develop- 
ment of в reinvigorated nation and в regenerated society, men will 
remember the benefits which have survived him, cf slavery de- 
stroyed and liberal institutions preserved, and do honour to Mr. 
Lincoln. Та the contest agsinst slavery his name will remain 
illustrious by those of the indefatigable apestles who fought bofore 
him and who will finish his work. But it will bo said of him that 
he aesured tho maeintenanoo of tho Union, and passed through 
olvi! war without departing from the respect duo to liberty and

derson's visits to Glasgow have for some time past been во fre- 
quent, and the localities which he visited so ualike those which в 
respectable wholesale factor in watches would patronise, tuat the 
detectives became somewhat curious ва to the reasons whioh could 
induce him so to act. Their observations were reported to Super- 
intendent M‘Oall, and it was then de vided that a close watoh should 
be kept on the movements of Henderson on his next visit. 
Thet visit was mede on Thureday last. His arrival was 
immediately made known to Mr M‘Oall, who, accompanied by 
Mr. Audley Thomson, sub-inspector of the detective depart- 
ment, kept во eye upon hia till half-past one o'clock in the after- 
noon. At that time he went to the railway station sgain, having 
under his arm а small square box, sboat which he seemed te be 
very solicitous. His manner, too, seemed anxious, as if he wished 
to avoid, as much as ible, all observation. He went into the 
booking: office, where he was followed, and as soon ae he had laid 
down his box on the counter, for the purpose of obtaining а ticket, 
Mr. M'Oall lifted it пр, and asked, ' Ig thie youre?’ The reply was, 
‘Yes.’ Мг. M'Osll then further asked,‘ What is it?’ Henderson 
anid,‘ A parcel? The officers then remarked that they saw that, 
but wished to know what it contained. On that point, however, 
Henderson pretended to be profoundly ignorant, and, by way of 
explanation, stated that he had received 1 from в hewker 
named Williamson, who had requested him to carry it to the 
railway station, which he had obligingly done. The addreas 
on the box was ‘Mr. Williamson, care of Mr. Hender- 
son, Victoria-street, Edinburgh. Mr. Henderson’s explana- 
tion not being considered eatisfactory, he and the box 
were conveyed to the Central Police-office in а cab. 
The contents of the box, as already stated, were found 
to be eight silver watches aud one gold one. Shortly after- 
wards the о сета obtained possession of other two boxes which 
Henderson had left in а shop at the Broomielew, and on exemina- 
tion these, again, were found to contain 56 silver and 20 gold 
watches. The same afternoon Mr. M'Oall despatched Sub-Inspeotor 
Thomson to Edinburgh to teke possession of Henderson's premises, 
and to search them thoroughly before the proceedings in Glasgow 
could become known te the friends of the accused. In the accom- 
plisbment of that mission Mr. Thomson was ably assisted by De- 
teotives Malloney and Dixon, of the Edinburgh force. The Gias- 
ow officer returned on Friday night, having been engaged on 

hursday evening and all Friday in searching Henderson's pree 
mises. He brought with him 40 gold and 90 silver watches, together 
with 75 ‘movements’ in all stages of ‘doctoring.’ He also oarried 
to Glasgow а large number of silver teaspoons, with different 
initials on them, such as ‘W. Ту 'J. N, ‘D E. N, ‘J. 0, 
‘Г. 8; ‘В,’ and ‘J. R. 8’ The dials and numbers ot 
many of the watches have been tampered with and 
altered. While Sub-Inspector Thomson ws prosecuting his 
search on Friday, в box was delivered by the railway 
company at Henderson's premises. It was ascertained that it came 
from a Coventry house, and that it contained ‘name pieces’ re- 
numbered; diale ‘ bleached;’ and cases polished up to took ва if 
new. These fitted into works found on фе and that they 
were the right ones was proved by the fact that in each was found 
в small piece of paper with the altered number corresponding to 
that expected from Coventry. These were slso taken possession of. 
In а bed in Henderson's dwelling-house Mr. Thomson found а 
housebreaking inetrument for outting doors, and in a wardrobe 
seven gilver watches which had been stolen. While the officers 
were prosecuting their search on Friday in the shop, в man, who 
said he was а hawker, came in and inquired for Henderson. His 
appearance exolted suspicion, snd on being searched it was dis- 
covered he had on him ten silver watches with the bows twisted, 
or, ia thieves phraseology, ‘the necks broken.’ Но was teken into 
custody and lodged in Edinburgh Police-office. Henderson has а 
largo and well-stcoked shop, and was carrying on en extensive and 
juerstive businoss. He was highly esteemed in Edinburgh, and was 
copsidered,an energetic, honest, end rising young tradeamer. Но
